Drug stores in Rushville and towns 
and villages in Rush county will be 
the first to feel 
the 
effects 
of thy 
staiie-wide prohibition bill which has 
been passed by the Indiana legisla­ 
ture and signed by Governor Good­ 
rich. 
While saloons do not have 
to 
quit business until April 2. 1918, the 
law provides many restrictions in the 
sale o f liquors by drug stores which 
will become effective with the pro­ 
mulgation of the acts o f 1917, pro­ 
bably some time in April or May. 


The provisions prohibiting 
manu­ 
facture, barter, sale and transporta­ 
tion on common carriers will not go 
into effect until April 2, 1918. 


The drug stores will be 
placed im­ 
mediately under 
the 
effects of the 
law when the governor issues a pro­ 
clamation 
declaring 
all law s 
not 
otherwise provided 'for 
to 
be 
in 
force. 
A fter that 
date, it will 
be 
impossible to buy liquor any place 


except a saloon, 
if the law 
is en­ 
forced. 
This provision o f the law is 
rhe one that 
really applies in 
Rush 
county because there are no saloons 
here to go out 
o f business. 
Liquor 
can not be obtained even on prescrip­ 
tion at drug stores, because they are 
restricted to pure grain alcohol 
on 
prescription. 


There’ are many prohibitory m eas­ 
ures in the forty sections o f the law, 
hut none which will be felt mo*re 
in 
dry communities like tho^e in Rush 
county than that which 
effects the 
person who has been in the habit of 
keeping beer and other 
intoxicating 
liquors at home. 
Within ten days 
after it becomes 
com pletely operative (April 2, 1918) 
the fellow who likes 
his

“nip” from his own refrigerator will 
have to go 011I o f the state to buy it 
and will have to carry it in himself 
lieeause he Can not have it shipped 
into the state on any common carrier.

termining its needs is coming to the 
front 
as an authority 
on matters 
agricultural. 
And the reason this is

his 
theories 
have 
brought forth fruit in fact. 
Nothing is more certain than that 
ibis country is woefully behind 
in 
farming efficiency. 
For years 
our 
farming experts 
have been pointing

BEEKEEPERSJHE WARNED 


Should Examine Colonies, According 
to State Entomologist. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 12.—W ar­ 
ning to beekeepers to 
examine 
all 
colonies to see whether there is en­ 
ough honey to last until spring, was 
issued today by (State Entomologist 
I rank N. *\V allaee. 
Due to the warm 
days this winter, many hives of bees 
have consumed most of the stores, 
according to Wallace. 
“ If the hives are light, a 
heavy 
syrup may be fed the bees,” 
W al­ 
lace stated, “ by placing a pan under 
the brood frames. 
“Use granulated 
sugar, two and one-half parts to one 
water and boil thoroughly, until dis­ 
solved. 
Add one teaspoon ful of tar- 
tartie a n d to each twenty pounds of 
sugar to prevent it from crystalizing 
and put the syrup in the hive while 
Miss Donnan dwelt upon the value of ¿warm.

by tellers. 
The result was then an ­ 
nounced, and the «Senate returned to 
its chamber, the ceremony concluded.
